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EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
It is well known in the art to form a freestanding photocatalyst layer as taught by Iijima 
(2005/0153107). It is also well known to deposit a photocatalyst layer on a dielectric on a 
substrate as taught by Murata et al. (2003/0039848). However, the prior art references fail to 
teach or suggest a method of producing a photocatalyst layer by coating a second electrode with 
a metal or metal compound, supplying oxygen containing ozone into a discharge space, 
modifying the surface resulting in adherence of a film, and removing the surface and using the 
photocatalyst material.
